Easter 


One of the most superb phrases of St. Paul is that in 
which he gives an Easter charge, if we may so call it, to his 
people in Colosse: “If ve then be risen with Christ seek 
those things which are above.” The words seem to lift one 
out of the sordidness and selfishness of the world, to lift one 
into the very heavens, to reveal one aspect of the life which 
is hid with Christ in God. They 
are words of aspiration, words 
which have the haunting quality 
of poetry. 

But they are also very practical 
words. Easter is a day of victory 
for Christ conquered death and 
sin. Easter is a day of joy for 
Christ rose upon it and brought 
life and immortality to life. But 
sometimes Christian people are 
content to leave the matter as a 
bit of spiritual history, if I may 
‘all it such. Christ rose. He did 
something for us. We can rejoice 
in that and sing Easter hymns 
about it. We can for once in the 
vear crowd the churches. That is 
our tribute to what Christ did. 

But, says St. Paul, vour tribute to what Christ did is not 
enough. His rising from the dead has a definite significance 
for you. The resurrection is the sequel to Calvary. The 
Christian life is complete only as it dies with Christ and 
rises With Him. This outward and visible experience of 
Christ is a symbol of the inner experiences which are or 
should be the normal life of every Christian. He dies with 
Christ, dies to the sin and evil of the world and then be- 
cause such death is in itself victory, He rises again to live a 
new life. 


Such is the thought of the great apostle which lies back of 
these noble words, “If ve then be risen with Christ seek those 
things which are above.” The life which is a risen life must 
live always with its gaze upward. It must seek not money, 
fame, popularity, success; but rather truth, beauty, goodness. 
It must be a life of inspiration, of joy, a life devoted to all 
the finer things. The risen life is not just the moral life, not 
just the life which strives for goodness. It is the life which 
is continually in the atmosphere of the highest, finest, 
noblest. The eyes of the soul, turned upward, look to the 
glory of the victorious Christ and perpetually seek those 
things which make His glory.—E. L. P. 


The death of Bishop Talbot of 
Bethlehem closes a life given 
nobly to the service of Christ. 
He went, when first made bishop, to Wyoming. He tells the 
story of it in his book, “My People of the Plains.” The coun- 
try was still frontier. The stage coach and the cowboy were 
typical. The new bishop entered upon his work with the 
zest, the enthusiasm and the courage of the great Tuttle 
tradition. He was soon known everywhere. When he visited 
the East, his charm and strength turned the eves of the 
Church to his mountain district. He was soon one of the 
most distinguished bishops, and when later he was called 
to the Diocese of Bethlehem he continued a welcome leader- 
ship. He was always at the forefront of movements looking 
to unity and the fellowship of Christians. He was always a 
power in the missionary work. It was a fitting culmination 
of a life of splendid service that when that other great mis- 
sionary—Bishop Tuttle—died, his place as Presiding Bishop 
should be taken by Bishop Talbot. He had a singularly 
charming personality, a singularly broad and _ straightfor- 
ward mind; but above all he was a man of God and always 
and everywhere a missionary. 

He was the first missionary bishop I ever knew and from 
the day [| met him in 1894 he always gave me the privilege 
of his fatherly friendship. | am glad to be able to write 
these few and very inadequate words in tribute to his friend- 
ship as well as to his character and his service. 


A GREAT MISSIONARY 


Among notices 
from the Church Book 
Shop will be seen one 
concerning the “History of the Diocese of California,” writ- 
ten by the late Rev. D. O. Kelley. This history tells the story 
of the Church in California from 1849 to 1915. It concerns 
itself at first, of course, with the whole State; then, as North- 
ern California, Los Angeles and San Joaquin are one by one 
separated off from the parent Diocese, its scope narrows, 
although each of the other dioceses has a brief sketch in- 
cluded. In ihe appendix there are complete clergy lists and 
a short history of every parish and mission existing in the 
Diocese at the time of writing. It is a most comprehensive 
and admirable book by one of our pioneer missionaries, a 
leading figure in the Diocese and the father of the rector of 
St. Paul’s, San Francisco, and of the superintendent of the 
Seamen’s Church Institute in San Pedro. 

The book was widely distributed at the time of its writing. 
It appears, however, that there are still many copies left and 
the Church Book Shop is now putting them on sale at a very 
reduced rate, I am referring to the matter here for two rea- 
sons. It seems to me that every parish in the Diocese should 
have a copy of this history. It ought to be in the parish 
library, both on account of the Diocese and on account of 
the inclusion in it of the parish’s own story. 

That is the first reason. The second is as a text for a sug- 
gestion to all the parishes and missions of the Diocese. It 
has been my intention for some little time to provide for. the 
gathering of material in order to from time to time have a 
supplement to Mr. Kelley's history prepared. Such material 
must include the outline history, at least, of every parish and 
mission and'I would like to suggest to the clergy and vestries 
that if they have no parish history already prepared they 
should gather material for it and at the same time should 
have prepared a brief sketch of their history from 1915, 
which could be sent to my office to be included in the ma- 
terial which is to be gathered. We shall have an official his- 
toriographer who will prepare the “Chronicles of the Dio- 
cese.”” We shall have to have some litthe money in the course 
of time for this purpose but we shall begin by the proceeds 
which belong to the Diocese from the sale of Mr. Kelley's 
book. 


THE HISTORY OF THE DIOCESE 


Any detail in regard to the progress of

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California Library Association’s Book Week 


The work of supplying libraries to merchant ships leaving 
California ports was begun in 1923 by the Califorina Library 
Association. During the past year 1059 ships were served 
with libraries, an increase of 151 per cent since this worth- 
while service was started. More than 76,000 books were 
placed on these vessels, which represents an increase of 300 
per cent in the number of volumes placed aboard the vessels 
since 1923. This vast increase in the number of books made 
available to the men of the merchant ships has been made 
possible through the generous co-operation of the people of 
California. 

Last year more than 10,000 books were received by the 
California Library Association from the people of California. 
It is the aim of the association to increase the number of 
books received during the 1928 Book Week, which will occur 
during the period of April 19-25. The public library and all 
of its branches will act as depositaries or collecting stations 
for books during Book Week. The people of California are 
urged to give one or more books they have read. As a result 
of the co-operation of the public this work of putting the 
public library upon the sea will be continued upon a greater 
scale than in the past. 

Number of ships served with libraries—1923, 421; 1924, 
564; 1925, 921; 1926, 1002; 1927, 1059. 

Number of books issued—1923, 19,189; 1924, 29,111; 1925, 
49,814; 1926, 68,023; 1927, 76,848. 


Yosemite Boys’ Camp for 1928 

With 65 per cent of its capacity taken, the Yosemite Boys’ 
Camp for junior boys has announced its fifth consecutive 
season. The camp is sponsored by St. Peter’s Church, San 
Francisco, and is operated by two churchmen—Mr. C. F. 
Goodwin, vestryman and dean of boys in St. Peter’s Parish, 
and Mr. William Lloyd Cornwell, assistant in St. Paul’s 
Parish, Oakland. Mr. Goodwin has been active in boys’ work 
in St. Peter’s for ten years. Mrs. Goodwin serves as camp 
mother. 

The camp is located on the floor of Yosemite Valley, on 
the banks of Tenaya Creek. Hikes are taken to the many 
points of interest and automobile trips to Hetch-Hetchy and 
the Mariposa grove of big trees. All meals are taken at Camp 
Curry, in the main dining room. 

After the close of the four-weeks camp in the valley, a 
two-weeks post-season trip is take into the High Sierra. The 
route is over a rough circle beginning and ending in the 
Yosemite Valley, through a region from 5000 to 13,000 feet 
in elevation. No part of the trail is covered twice.

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Progress of the Cathedral Campaign 


Hon. Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, who has 
accepted the position of chairman of the endorsement com- 
mittee of our campaign, has written the following letter to 
Bishop Parsons: “I am glad to know that an effort is to be 
made to provide San Francisco with a proper cathedral. I 
hope and believe that not only the people of San Francisco 
but Californians throughout the country, irrespective of 
creed, will give practical support to the plan. This great and 
beautiful city stands in a strategic position both spiritually 
and physically. A magnificent and inspiring shrine will be 
a source of everlasting pride to the city and State.” 


It is encouragement of this quality from men who are non- 
Episcopalians that gives us hope that we shall obtain gen- 
erous support from those outside our communion. The vice- 
chairmen of this committee are Curtis Wilbur, Secretary of 
the Navy; Hon. C. C. Young, Governor of California, and 
A. P. Giannini. 

The work of organizing the Diocese and appointing parish 
chairmen in the six divisions into which the Diocese is di- 
vided for the purposes of this campaign, is progressing very 
satisfactorily. 

A committee on women’s activities has been formed, with 
Mrs. Norman B. Livermore as chairman and this committce 
is engaged in solicitation of preliminary gifts. In addition to 
this work, which will be carried on throughout the effort, 
the committee will have charge of special activities for 
women for the central organization. 

The intensive period of the campaign begins officially on 
Monday, May 14, and extends until May 25. Sunday, May 13, 
has been designated by the Bishop as “Cathedral Sunday” 
throughout the Diocese, when it is hoped that reference will 
be made to the ideals for which the Cathedral stands. On the 
following day, Monday, May 14, there will be a great civic 
mass meeting at the Civic Auditorium in San Francisco, at 
which prominent men of the State will, it is hoped, appear 
and speak. 

It is inevitable in a campaign of this kind that objections 
are raised which those interested may find diflicult to an- 
swer. One of the most common of these objections will prob- 
ably be that the person does not believe in svending the 
Church’s money on mere material things like a cathedral. 
The actual case is that we are not spending the Church’s 
money. Not one cent is to be taken from present revenues. 
We are obtaining funds that never would have been the 
Church’s money save for this appeal. Nor is the cathedral 
a mere material thing. It is a witness of our common faith 
which will give the Church a higher standard and greater 
impetus, increasing the vitality of our Church life through- 
out all parishes and missions. It should be remembered 
that the cathedral is not, and never has been, a charge upon 
the parishes. It is supported entirely by voluntary contribu- 
tions and further appeals to parishes are not planned. We 
should remember that, compared with many other denomina- 
tions, our communion is not by any means the strongest nu- 
merically, but we do believe that in enthusiastic endeavor 
our Diocese is unmatched. 

The San Francisco district meeting was held in the Clift 
Hotel on March 1, with Judge Crothers in the chair. Bishop 
Parsons related the history of the cathedral movement from 
its inception many years ago. Doctor Deems. spoke of the 
progress of the present campaign and Judge Crothers em- 
phasized the relation of layman to the cathedral. George W. 
Caswell was appointed as an assistant chairman for this 
district. The following parish chairman have been ap- 
pointed: Church of the Advent and St. Stephen’s, D. H. 
Shanks; All Saints, J. H. Northon; Grace Cathedral, R. G. 
Hall, Judge John E. Richards (honorary chairman); Good

The Coming Adventure for Christianity 
Epwarp BisHop, in The California Christian Advocate 


The real adventure for Christianity during the next decade 
—or should we say quadrennium?—might reasonably be the 
adoption of the fundamental precepts of Jesus on the part of 
the individual and the church. It would embody the recov- 
ering of some of the lost emphasis that our Lord placed on 
good will, self-denial, brotherhood, peace, mutual respect 
and the recognition of real values in life and character. Such 
an adventure would be costly, as men count cost. Some am- 
bitions, ecclesiastical and civil, might have to be given up. 
Some imperialistic theories of denominational expansion 
might suffer, and some over-inflated enterprises, based large- 
ly on materialistic pride, would pass away with a loud noise. 

The result would be a church who could cali her soul her 
own and who could bring comfort and courage to every 
stricken group of men in the world. In such a church, 
prophecy would arise spontaneously. Men who wished to 
identify themselves with the Chinese, struggling for a half- 
chance at self-respecting nationhood; or with underpaid and 
badly housed laborers, struggling and starving to get their 
rights; or with those gentle spirits who believe it is not nec- 
essary to slaughter glorious young manhood in order to settle 
international disputes; or with those who, believing in the 
inherent dignity of humanity, deplore the third degree and 
the Jim Crow coach; such men and women, outspoken, tire- 
less, patient and persevering, would no longer be branded 
as “queer,” “red,” “Bolshevist” or “dangerous agitators.” 

Perhaps, not having prophetic insight, it is only a perhaps, 
God is waiting to bestow the crown of martyrdom upon the 
church that will make Christ’s cause completely its own. 
Perhaps a really prophetic church is just now being born. 


The Christianity of Thomas Hardy 
By JoseruH Fort Newton, in The Christian Century 


It was out of the dark depths, into which Hardy looked 
with eyes made keen by the hardness and pain of life, that 
the face of Jesus arose and shone, revealing a tenderness be- 
hind the terror and a mercy in its mystery. What must the 
heart of the universe be out of which was born that shining 
Figure of heroic moral loveliness? There is no rosewater 
view of life in Christianity; its heart is a cross, where the 
wound of God is brought close to the woe of man. Christian- 
ity is too near to life to be evasive, or neat, or elegant. It 
faces the bitter, old and haggard reality, faces the worst and 
finds the best. If it did not see all that pessimism sees, its 
faith would be futile and its hope a mirage. The religion of 
Jesus is realistic enough to walk the dim wastes of Egdon 
Heath and sing with the Pities: 

And these pale panting multitudes 

Seen surging here, their moils, their moods, 
All shall fulfill their joy in Thee, 

In Thee abide eternally! 

Exultant adoration give 

The Alone through Whom all living live, 
The Alone, in Whom all dying die, 
-Whose means the End shall justify! 


How, then, shall we treat books pitched in such a minor 
key? As the mother of Mark Twain treated her son, discount 
them 90 per cent and take the rest as the dregs in the cup 
of life as each must drink it. Or, strain out the black bitter- 
ness, as we have done with Dean Swift, and treasure their 
wonderful art, their pictures of human life, their wealth of 
insight. Or, again, if we have strong hearts, take them as 


they are, and for once face life at its brilliant worst, that we 


may the better value it at its best. It is conceivable that the 
influence of Hardy is needed to counteract the glib and 
facile optimism which sees no scars and hears no sob.

In March the Archdeacon spent ten days in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, conducting a preaching mission at Trinity Cathedral 
as a follow-up of the Bishops’ Crusade. The Church may well 
be proud of what Bishop Mitchell is accomplishing in Ari- 
zona. During the two and a half years of his episcopate he 
has opened some fourteen new missions and has gained the 
love and esteem of the people of Arizona. Bishop Mitchell is 
an indefatigable worker. He is great in his simplicity, great 
in his home life as a husband and father and above all as a 
Christian gentleman. The more you know him the better you 
love him and under his leadership the Church in Arizona is 
bound to go forward. Trinity Cathedral, Phoenix, is a beau- 
tiful structure in mission style of architecture, holding be- 
tween 500 and 600 people. It has a Church School with an 
enrollment of more than 500 children, together with a staff 
of 60 teachers. The average attendance is more than 400. 
The Very Rev. E. S. Lane is the dean and under his efficient 
guidance Trinity Cathedral is making a real contribution to 
the life of the city. He is ably assisted by the Rev. E. L. Free- 
land, canon for Religious Education. The mission had been 
carefully planned and received the hearty co-operation of 
the people of Phoenix. The Archdeacon preached twice on 
the two Sundays, in addition to addressing the children of 
the Church School. Daily evenings services were held, with 
addresses and answering of questions. The congregations in- 
creased day by day until the cathedral was filled. Medita- 
tions were given on two weekday mornings at the service of 
Holy Communion. Talks were also given to the members of 
the Rotary and Lions clubs at their weekly luncheon meet- 
ings. The cathedral choir was excellent. The Archdeacon 
will never forget the gracious hospitality and kindness of 
the people. In Phoenix is located also St. Luke’s Sanitarium 
for sufferers from tuberculosis. It is under the supervision 
of the Rev. Bertrand R. Cocks, who has done a notable work 
in building up this remarkable institution. Patients come 
from far and wide and many wonderful cures have been ef- 
fected. During the four warm summer months the staff and 
patients move to a branch institution among the pines at 
Prescott. Mr. Cocks has a great influence throughout Arizona 
and is spoken of as the best loved man in Phoenix. He and 
his charming helpmeet are well known in California. He is 
an alumnus of our Church Divinity School of the Pacific and 
the school can feel honored in having him as one of her 
sons. The institution is one of the outstanding pieces of 
work of our Church in America. California, yes, the entire 
Province of the Pacific, ought to take a greater interest in 
what is being accomplished for the relief of sufferers from 
the “great white plague.” 


Work will soon begin on the erection of a suitable addi- 
tion to True Sunshine Mission, San Francisco, for the pur- 
pose of giving better housing facilities for the Rev. Mr. Wu 
and his family. Under Mr. Wu’s leadership the work among 
Chinese in Oakland and San Francisco continues to progress. 
He has a staff of twelve Chinese and two (one part-time) 
white workers and their average pay is less than $250 per 
annum. The work is under-manned. 


Arrangements are being made for the annual pilgrimage 
to the Wayside Cross in the Salinas Valley and to mission 
stations enroute. The schedule is expected to be as follows:

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Successful Congress of Religoius Education 

The California Congress of Religious Education which was 
held March 18-20 in the First Congregational Church, San 
Francisco, was most successful in every way except in at- 
tendance. It presented one of the best programs of subjects 
and speakers ever presented on the Pacific Coest and de- 
served a much larger attendance. Those who attended, how- 
ever, were nearly all leaders in the various denominations 
and the results of the conference will be reported ultimately 
throughout their churches. In proportion to size the Episco- 
pal Church had as many representatives present as any other 
denomination. 

At the opening session, Sunday afternoon, President H. F. 
Swartz of the Pacific School of Religion presided and the 
subject presented was “The Contribution of Religion in the 
Development of National Character.” William J. Cooper, 
State Superintendent of Schools, gave a most interesting ad- 
dress reviewing the history of education in the United States 
and showing that religion was originally one of the most 
important factors in the education of youth. The growth of 
sectarianism ultimately prevented any religion at all being 
included in the public school program. Mr. Cooper, who re- 
cently returned from the national conference of superin- 
tendents in Boston, read a resolution adopted by the confer- 
ence stating the need of including religion in the education 
of American youth and stated that the educational leaders of 
the country were willing to co-operate with religious leaders 
in providing this factor without in any way interfering with 
the separation of State and Church. 

Professor Monroe Deutsch of the University of California 
followed with a presentation of the problem of religious edu- 
cation from the Jewish point of view, asking that the prin- 
ciple of freedom of conscience and religious beliefs be care- 
fully preserved in providing our program for the religious 
education of American youth. 

Father Charles R. Baschab, who was delegated by Arch- 
bishop Hanna to present the subject from the point of view 
of the Roman Catholics, emphasized the principle set forth 
by their Church that religion should not be separated from 
the rest of the educational program but should be integrated 
into the whole life of the child throughout its whole time. He 
staed that there is no reason why the various churches could 
not co-operate in giving a religious education to complete 
the educational program of American youth. 

On Monday morning Prof. A. C. Roberts, president of the 
San Francisco Normal School, outlined the general prin- 
ciples of curriculum building and was followed by Prof. Her- 
bert F. Evans of the Pacific School of Religion on curriculum 
building for weekday Church schools. An interesting discus- 
sion followed both of these speakers. 

At the luncheon meeting in the Palace Hotel, President 
Tully C. Knoles gave an interesting address on the need of 
religious education for youth of today as a preventative of 
the rapidly-increasing crime records. Dr. Knoles read some 
recent crim statistics that were startling in their demand 
for preventive education. 

In the afternoon Bishop Parsons spoke on the important 
problem of “Conflicting Loyalties.” The Bishop stated that 
our various group loyalties must all be subordinated to the 
one supreme loyalty to God. The Bishop showed that this 
principle ruled the early Church but was changed during 
the rise of the absolutist theory of the State which was 
claimed by many today. A world of absolute states would be 
an impossibility, as it would lead to constant conflicts and 
finally destruction of all but the one surviving state. There 
must be a law of nations to which all are subject. The highest 
law is the moral and spiritual law and the supremacy of 
God. It is the business of the Church to clarify people's 
minds and to bring their consciences to bear on all of their 
loyalties. 

The Bishop’s address led to considerable discussion, as 
some did not believe in the fundamental principle of abso- 
lutism in any sphere of life, even religion. The majority, 
. however, supported the Bishop’s position that there must be 
one final, absolute authority for truth and the spirit and that 
must be God. Everything else must be made subordinate to 
that one supreme loyalty—no matter what the cost. 


Prof. Lynn T. White of the San Anselmo Seminary read a 
paper on “The Value of Pattern Ideas for the Teaching of 
Ethics” and was followed by Brother Bede Edward of St. 
Mary’s College, Oakland, who gave an interesting account of 
the “pattern” of a member of his monastic order. These 
papers gave rise to an interesting discussion as to the sources 
of these pattern ideas. Some thought they should be secured 
through tradition and history. Others thought that they 
should be largely developed in each generation through the 
process of growth and spiritual enlightenment. 


Monday evening Prof. Frederick C. Woellner of the South- 
ern Branch of the University of California gave a brilliant 
address on “Religious Engineering,” in which he outlined 
the principles of the applied science of education to 
the field of religion. “The trouble with many of us,” Pro- 
fessor Woellner said, “is that we do not know where we are 
at.” We use traditional formulas and catchwords without in- 
telligent concepts concerning them. He stated emphatically 
that “The greatest enemy of religion today is the churches,” 
because they substitute many outworn formulas and institu- 
tions in the place of religious experience and values. 


Tuesday morning Dr. V. H. Podstata read a valuable paper 
on “Religious Education and Sex Development,” in which 
he stated that one of the chief obstacles in the education of 
sex truth was the traditional attitude of the Church toward 
matters of sex as identical with “sin.” This had led to many 
harmful repressions and abnormal mental states. The min- 
ister must co-operate with parents and the schools in giving 
a natural, healthy and adequate education: to our youth in 
matters of sex. 

Dr. W. P. Sheppard followed with an address in which he 
advocated the inclusion of courses in public health and sex 
hygiene in all divinity schools. 

Prof. George M. Stratton of the Department of Psychology 
in the University of California read a paper on “Religion and 
Conduct,” in which he quoted Gladstone’s reference to the 
fact that “Religion sometimes injures one’s morality.” Pro- 
fessor Stratton stated that real religion will lead to moral 
conduct and vice versa. People should be able to see a great 
difference between the conduct of those who are Church 
members and those who are not. 


Professor Rugh led a stimulating discussion on this topic. 

At the luncheon meeting in the Palace Hotel, Prof. Theo. 
G. Soares of the University of Chicago gave a splendid ad- 
dress on “Family Life and Religious Education,” in which 
he showed that the family as the “pattern-group” can be a 
training school for religious living. 


In the afternoon Dr. Chauncey J. Hawkins of the First 
Congregational Church, San Francisco, gave a striking ad- 
dress on “Restatement of Religion for Youth,” in which he 
challenged the Church to present Christianity in terms of 
modern thought and experience. Dr. Newton E. Moats of 
Grace Methodist Church, San Francisco, stated that Chris- 
tianity should be made appealing to the youth of today by 
letting youth share in the creative spirit of Christianity. 
Youth needs an adventurous and creative religion as the ex- 
pression of their lives and ideals. 

The Rev. Laurence L. Cross of Berkeley and President 
Arthur Braden of “Christian College,” Hollywood, Califor- 
nia, presented the subject of the influence of the movies on 
religion. While they admitted that there were many things 
objectionable in the movies of today, yet improvements were 
being made which are encouraging. ’ 

At the closing session in the evening Chester H. Rowell 
gave a valuable address on “The Press and Religious Ideals,” 
in which he outlined the chief characteristics of the press 
of today and showed how the Church could co-operate with 
it in religious education, 

Next year’s congress will be held in Los Angeles.

One of the first things to be taken up by the oflicers was 
the proposed budget for the coming six months. This budget 
was prepared by Clive Pillsbury and Walter Simi. There 
was a great deal of discussion on certain details of the bud- 
get but it was. finally approved and passed as originally 
drawn up. Individual chapters will profit a great deal by 
this new budget as they will get a larger return in the way 
of literature and service for their annual dues than in the 
past.

This round table meeting is to be held 
at Good Samaritan Church on Sunday, April 15. Vesper 
service at 4:30, followed by supper as usual, Don’t miss it. 

On Saturday, May 5, a unique event is to take place. It is 
to be a combination picnic, boat ride and dance and is to be 
held at Lake Merritt, Oakland. Everyone is to meet at the 
Lake Merritt boat house at 4:30 p. m. Arrangements have 
been made for the building of fires and a camp supper will 
be served. Each one is to bring their own supper or basket 
lunch. Dancing will start at 6:30 and continue till 9:00, at 
which time those attending are to go for a ride around the 


lake in launches. The ride will last for an hour or there- 
abouts and upon returning to the boat house dancing will 
be continued until midnight.

The Crucial Test of Christianity 


From an address by the Rev. RicHarp Roserts, at the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Convention in Detroit 


The experience of Pentecost gave to the early Christians 
a gospel, good news. What was that good news about? What 
they themselves called it, “a way.” Good news of a “way of 
life,” as we would say. If you will go through the first 
twelve chapters of Acts you will have no difficulty in dis- 
covering what the original gospel was. I would remind you 
that the starting point of all the preaching was the death of 
Jesus Christ. Now the extraordinary thing is that although 
the good news was about a way of life—in the Book of Acts 
as a whole you hear very little about the teaching of Jesus. 
Why is that? 

The answer is this, that the whole secret, the whole 
method and the whole power and meaning of that way of 
life had been gathered up into one decisive moment and that 
was in the crucifixion, which overshadowed everything else. 
You will discover, if you will study the sermons and the 
preaching in the Book of Acts that, almost without excep- 
tion, that is where they start from. The cross was ,if one 
may put it so, the peg on which they hang their gospel. 

I believe that we need, yet again, to rediscover the apos- 
tolic emphasis upon the Cross of Christ. This complacent 
Anglo-American middle class religion that we mistake for 
Christianity is not a good enough gift to take to the non- 
Christian world—this thin, emasculated, sentimental piety 
from which the offense of the Cross has been taken away. 

It was easy for the apostles to keep a cross in its true 
place because they had seen it. But Jesus saw, and St. Paul 
saw after him, that in a world like this it was not easy to 
preserve an authentic picture of the Son of Man, who was 
born in a stable and died on a cross. His life all through was 
a direct contradiction of all the maxims of worldly wisdom 
and it was easy to foresee that almost unconsciously there 
would grow a tendency to decorate the story, to minimize and 
perhaps to expunge from it the elements of humiliation and 
lowliness and shame and defeat, and to decorate Jesus as a 
grand figure who would make an appeal to the common hu- 
man taste for bigness and impressiveness and pomp and 
power. But the very power of the gospel and its whole re- 
demptive virtue depends upon our keeping untouched and 
unadorned the figure of our crucified Lord, that Son of Man, 
in that moment in which, by every secular standard, he went 
down in a defeat. 

The preaching of the cross, when it has been honestly and 
intelligently done, has been always an outrage in the judg- 
ment of worldly-wise men; it scandalized the Jews and the 
Greeks thought it a joke and so it has ever been. It was very 
diflicult for the real cross to make its way in this kind of 
world and even theology has done its share in robbing the 
cross of the shame which is its glory. 

Why? Because this world is the kind of world in which 
the first lamp of wisdom is that a man ought to get as much 
as he can for as little as he need give; a world which pays 
lip-service to ideas of sacrifice and renunciation, but laughs 
up its sleeve at them all the same; a world which, to use the 
phrase of William James, “worships that goddess Success,” 
where success is measured by the big, spectacular achieve- 
ment, money, power, social distinction, poularity and the 
like. And it is simply impossible to make the cross of Christ 


popular or acceptable in a world like that without toning it 


down and making it other than it is. 
And so the sting of.the cross has been taken away, and

Christianity a Sacrificial Adventure, Not a 
| Glorified Lollypop 
By Joseru Fort Newron, in The Christian Century 


This is true, whatever else be false—that following Christ 
is a great adventure and it means that we must take up a 
cross and bear it. Much as we may admire modern life, with 
many of the ideals of this indulgent age there can be no com- 
promise if we are to be followers of the Master. What fills 
me with a deep disquiet about our Christianity today, both 
liberal and orthodox, is that it is so harmless. It is so tame, 
so timid, so tepid—a kind of glorified lollypop. Even if we 
apply it to social questions, as we talk so much of doing, 
there will be little result unless it has more power in it than 
it has now. It behooves us to think, as we look toward the 
Passion of him who, being rich, became poor, and was a 
friend of the lowly and forlorn. Lent evokes such thoughts 
and it is, therefore, that we should keep it and wisely use it. 


Alas, instead of being a period of inner discipline, Lent 
has become a relief from the dizzy social whirl; a time of 
moral manicuring! Penitence? For a few devout souls, yes; 
but for the mass of church folk it is litthe more than a 
form. No doubt we need to deal with the little gray sins that 
eat away our peace; but is there to be no prayer and fasting 
for the dark social sins which make human life a hell? No 
broken and contrite heart for the sin of war, which deso- 
lates humanity and leaves trails of skeletons across the 
earth? No repentance for racial rancor, and the bigotry 
which blinds us to brotherhood? No sackcloth and ashes for 
the sin of schism which divides the church and makes it 
impotent; for pettiness of soul, for our Pickwickian talk 
about unity? No bitter sorrow that the gospel of Jesus has 
become in our hands a religion of easy edification rather 
than of daring moral adventure; jam, not dynamite? Yet, if 
we lock into our own hearts we shall find the key to the 
chaos and why the world is so awry, since the social scene 
is our own lives writ large. O my soul, remember!

To Save 
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Christianity Not a Pollyanna Cult 
From the California Christian Advocate 


In one of the Trish plays of William Butler Yeats there is 
a striking scene where a fairy visits the home of a peasant. 
The fairy is dancing around the room, when suddenly its 
eye is caught by a dark crucifix hanging on the wall. The 
dance is stopped and the fairy cries out, “Take away that 
ugly black thing.” That word of the fairy in the poet’s play 
expresses very truly the attitude of a great deal of super- 
ficial religion to the Cross. 


The Cross, with its suggestion of sacrifice and suffering, 
interrupts the thoughtless dance that a great many people 
would like to make out of life. They want their Christianity 
without that “ugly black thing.” They would blink the hard 
and tragic facts of life and hide away in some superficial 
optimism that rejects burdens. It is due to the same feeling 
expressed by the fairy that many would prefer a thin, di- 
luted version of Christianity, with the Cross left out. 


It is easy to concoct a pleasant philosophy of life which 
lays no uncomfortable burdens on the backs and shoulders 
of the believer, but it is not Christianity. Nor will such dis- 
torted versions of Christianity meet the deepest needs of 
men. The problems of the world are not solved by dancing 
lightly around them. A little kindness and a little generosity, 
a little handshake of the optimist and the weak smile of a 
Pollyanna, who tells us that everything is all right, will not 
resolve the discords of life. We are not children to be so- 
laced with a sugar stick. 

An adequate Christian faith does not run away from the 
Cross. It does not seek to escape its share of bearing the 
burdens and the woes of the whole family of God. It does 
not think of the Cross and its law of sacrifice in life as an 
“ugly black thing.” It views it rather in this light: 


“When I survey the wondrous Cross 

On which the Prince of Glory died, 
My richest gain I count but loss, 

And pour contempt on all my pride.”

tion of the Cathedral. We have needed a group of business 
men to represent the Chapter in the co-ordination of the ac- 
tivities of the Building Fund Committee and the Building 
Committee proper, which has charge of the architectural and 
engineering features of the work. This committee has now 
been formed and we have the great gratification of having as 
its chairman Mr. Waldo Coleman, who is the senior warden of 
St. Matthew’s, San Mateo, and in whose leadership not only 
the Church but the community has the deepest confidence. 
We are most fortunate in his acceptance and in the accept- 
ance of the other gentlemen who are making up the com- 
mittee. It will add tremendously to our strength throughout 
the community. 

At this Easter time may I again remind you that we are 
building the Cathedral not because we want a great and 
beautiful building, although we do want that, but because 
we want the opportunity which such a building will create 
to further the Kingdom of God in the Diocese and in San 
Francisco. The completion of the Cathedral will be no mat- 
ter for self-congratulation upon the part of the Diocese. It 
will be, primarily, a call to weightier responsibilities and 
higher achievement. The project touches the Easter message 
because the building will be a symbol of the victorious Chris- 
tian faith. But it will also be a constant reminder to us of 
the tremendous demand which that faith makes upon us.
